oracles. 

Verfe 3d. In many parts of Eu- 
rope, there are fubterranean works 
carried on by perfons who never 
fee the light of the fun. Bur per- 
haps, the folution may be more 
p rticularly re! ferred to the fiege of 
Yoik in Virginia, where the ap- 
proaches were made by working 
inearth. Inthe fecond line there 
is another equivoque. We are 
told -by Mr. Addifon, in his 
Spectator, that a lion will not hurt 
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a true maid.—This at firft view 
feems to be contradicted by the 
prophecy: ‘but on examination, 
it will be found, that at the epo- 
cha referred to, the virgin Colu:n-

—Thus, this hitherto inexplica 
prophecy, may be eafily wun 
ftood, as meaning that when fe 
cock, ‘that is France, hall prof a 
America (as fhe did during 7 
war) the ftars, that is the =y 
of the American empire, fhall . 
in this weltern hemilphere. 

Verfe 6th. It is very remark 
ble, that the amazing propertit. 
of inflammable air, by means of 
which men have been able to ex- 
plore a region, ull then impervi- 
ous to them, happened in 
the fame vear when Britain's 
ftrenoth was fo reduced, as to o- 
blige her to acknowledge the in- 
dependence of America The 
boat 5, 10 which the adventurous 
atronauts traverfed the upper regi- 
ons, are the -foips here referred 
to. 








Thus far the prophecy feems to 
have been fully and literally ac- 
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complifhed: itis to be hoped the 
accomplifhment of thofe which 
reinain, is not far remote. 

I underftand to 
mean, that when the fea ( Neptune’s 
back) is red with the American 
Stripes, the-naval power of Britain 

ill decline. A proper exertion

Pe SEL) de ilive moment is at laf arri- 
i ved—On the ninth inant, at two 
*olock, advice was reccived at our town 
afe, that the two famous magtitrates of 
nersfort, Mell. de Perponcher and de 
-hlone had tarowa off the mafk, and had 
vanced a body of troops to take p fleilion 
the pots of Juarphaas and du Vaart. At 
» ip lant were convoked the brave armed 
ceffes of Utrecht on the grand piace of 
ude. 
- was on this place where the union was 
n to, which gave birth and liberty to 
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the Seven United Provinces, between Sev- 
ea reprefentatives, who raifed and joined 
together the points of their {words ; and it 
was on this place, where, about a year ago, 
the citizens of this town fwore to lofe the 
lait drop of their bloodto recover their pre- 
cious liberty, and to prevent the odious (y- 
fiem of ariltocracy. It was on this fame 
piace, in fhort, that the three companies of 
patriots of this town were convoked with 
their auxiliaries, in virtue of their oath, 


_ when the alarm was given of the invafion by 


the provincial troops, under order of the 
Sieurs de Perponcher and d’Athlone, in the 
potts of Jutphaas and du Vaart. 

Ono demanding a number of volunteers, 
all voices were raifed, and every one cried 
they would go ; but it was found proper on- 
ly to take about two hundred men, patriots 
and auxiliaries, befides thirty chafleurs; 
thefe brave defenders of our liberty parted 
us at fix in theevening, in the greateti effu- 
fionsof joy, having charged their arms on 
the Neude, and having alto twenty cartrid- 
geseach in their boxes, and three imall pic- 
ces of cannon at their head. 

They arrived at Jutphaas at eight o’clock

ed regulariy, a corps of. thimg <haiicurs,

completely dark. The chail-urs found them- 
felves furrounded by a troop of the enemy, 
who had lain concealed on their bellies on 
the ground. The chaffeurs, furpriied, but 
not alarmed, returned ia great halle to Mr. 
Averholt, to give him notice that he was 
near theenemy ; bar in aa inftanc the enemy 
tired a general diicharge, and to deceive 
Mr. Averhoit, founded a retreat inftead of 
a charge, and their fire was not lels terrible, 
hiving Killed Mr. de Viicher, adjutant to 
M>- de Averho t, and the molt intimate of 

sfriends. ‘I'iis orave young men, feeing

tie patriots were jurprifed, and that the en 
emy emploved a!l their cunning and reafon 


to accomplith their detettable ends, took 
hold of Mr. Peter de Thoen by the hand, 
and faid, * Courage, my Gea Peter, we 
es mutt fight’? whena ball {t; ucK his h ind, 
and anotherentered his be'ly. The iome 
ditcharge occafioced the lofs of R.C. Van 
Goens, commandant of the referve of the 
artillery, and one of the bett camoniers ; aad 
threw out of the battle one of the beit bom 
bardiers, before they had time to difcharce 
their pieces. The third piece had rot yet 
comeup, but was in the center of the col- 
na 


umn, which Mr, d’Averhoit could not form 
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properly on 2 place fo crooked, being only 
fixty feet in breadth, having on the left the 

reat canal of Rhyne, and on the right an 
impractitable ditch, however he in an inftane 
formed them in the beft pofition he could, 
or as he now thought bett for his objeét. He 
made them file on the right, and pofted them 
behind fome fmall trees, thegehirty chaff- 
eurs and fome fufiliers to prote& the artille- 
ry, and take the enemy in the reverfe, on 
which all depended. ‘The cheffeurs and the 
fufiliers had this moment a grand point to 
execute ; their fire rolling to proteét the em- 
barrafling manceuvres that were neceflary to 
get the artillery and the train to play in the 
front of the troop ; which was a little im- 
peded by a {mall portion of high ground that 
was on the interior part of the roady where 
Mr. d’Averholt had pofted the head of his 
principal column of infantry, and who was, 
1f poflible, to bear the fire of the enemy till 
he permitted them to anfwer it. 

The captains of the artillery having join- 
ed with the three pieces of artillery, which 
they fired only with cartridges, the canon- 
iersin afew minutes recom penced for lofs of 
time. ‘The fire of the enemy began foon te 
flacken ; but-was kept up brifkly on both 
fides for about twenty-two minutes, when 
Mr. d’Averhoit, crying oat in front of the 
column, ** Advance, my friends, advance’” 
the troops who were near encugh to hear 
this, w iowftruck by the courageous 
call, thatthey lof all their courage, left off 
fring, @MEPR: ened away inthe moft afton- 
thing Confufion that hiitory furnifhes aa 
example of. Mr. d’Averholt then charged 
his artillery with bullets, but the fugitives 
did net think proper to flay any longer, 
leaving tleir drums, mufkets,; fpontoons, 
hats, grenadiers caps, fabres, halberts and 
thoes behind, and the feattered remains of 
the troops fled away through the countries 
they came. 

Mr. d’Averholt, after having difplayed 
all the vaiour otan hero, and all the circum- 
ipection ofa tage, being afluted of the route 
and it being a quarter after eleven at night, 
he marched in the bef order pefibie to Jute 
phaas, where he arrived at midnight At 
ve o'clock he detached a divifion of thirty 

to reconnotire the fie'd of oattle. 
yf the firil cares of the conquerors was 
to go different routes, toteke from the fugi- 
tive foldiers their arms and accoutrements of 
which they had made fuch bad wfe.” Twe 
boats arrived at five o’clock in the morning, 
full of trophies of this memorable victory.

in fufpence, waiting the iffue of an adion, 
which they did not doubt was happening, 
from the noue of the artillery.

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were alfo given by the artillery on all the 
frontiers of Ilolland. Bat what was the joy 
when the firitnews arrived, that Mr. d’Av- 
erholt, ene of the magiltrates, but in the 
moment chief of the military citizens, was 
matter of the fieli of battle, having routed 
ang difperfed a detachment of military, who 
were ——- to bathe their hands in the 
blool of the Gapital of our province, after ha- 
ving taken one of our mon important pols. 
The bearers of this happy news were nearly 
deifed. Anard ateight o’clock in the morn- 
jag, there arrived in the canal which runs by 
the wells of our town-houfe, a number of 
other boats, taden with havre-facks, fabres, 
fpontoons, halberts, and other military 
fiores, belonging to the foldiers killed and 
diiperfed during the ation.

May 24. ‘The origin of the prefent diff- 
enfions in Holland, and the caule of the late 
fkirmifh between the regulars and burghers 
of the province of Urrecht is not clearly un- 
derRood. The troops are fuppofed to have 
fought under the banners of the Stadtholder, 
but this is not the fa& ; The 
origin of tne diipute ariics from the foliow- 
ing circumitances : 

About twelve months ago the city of U- 
trecht new formed their Council, according 
to a plan fuggefted by the patriotic party. 
This was deemed, by the States of the pro- 
vince, aa infringement on their fovercign 
authority, and a violation of the union. 
The city purfeed violent fteps, and the 
States from that time withdrew from 
trecht, and heldtheir Councils at Amesfort. 
Various negociations have been entered 11- 
to, bat they have all failed; and arms have 
been reforted to. The States, determining 
no longer to permit the capital of the pro- 
vince to defpife their authority, fent a par- 
ty of troops, to take poflzilion of certain 
pofts in the environs of Ucrecht.

extend it is impoflible to afcertain ; but cor- 
tain it is, the face of affairs in the United 
Proviaces Wears af preicat the appcaiaace 
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of a civil war. The Prince of Orange has 
hitherto, indeed, difclaimed ‘all hoftile in- 
tentions, and looked torward for the pro- 
tection of his rights to the cool judgment 
of the people; but as affairs at preient itand, 
he mutt ipeedily declare his intentions. 

Since the engagement, of which we gave 
an accoant on Saturday, another a¢tion has 
taken. place, namely, on the 14th infant, 
the parciculars ot which we now lay before 
our readers, as related in the Utrecht Ga- 
zette, and other Dutch papers: 

A detachment of 20 Haffars, and io 
Ciaffeurs, under the conde& of Count Witt- 
zenftcin, marched from Urrecht on the 14th 
infant, in order to oppofe the Provincial 
Corps; nehad not proceeded far before he 
met with a piquet, ofthe cavalry of Thuyl, 
who received him with a diicharge ef maf- 
quets. This was immediately on the part of 
the Count, returned. A battle enfued, in 
which the detachment from Utrecht was 
fupericr. <A reinforcement of 30 men came 
to the ailitance of the cavalry of Tauyl ; 
which occafioned th: Count Wittzenfleia to 
leave off the puriuit of the piquet put to 
flight, aad to place his forces in regular or- 
der. After feveral evolutions, a general 
confiict commenced, which the valer ofthe 
patriotic Count decided in his favor. At 
the fecond oniet, Wittzesiiein, fomewhat 
apprehesfive of iuccefs, feat to the city for 
a fupply, but before Col. Borch and Ma- 
jor During come up with him, the honor of 
the day was gained,

1737. 

‘* It may be relied on for fa& thaf there 
li.be no Creck war; for they have fent 
down a friendly taik to our Governour at 
‘Suputla, about five daysago. The origin 
of the difpute, which, it was thought, 
weuid drive the Creek nation to a war, a- 
roie from the circumitance of a young In- 
Cian haoging himielf, who was held in 

iment as an hoftage at Auguita laf 
Ay ils relations could never be made 
to oeheve but that he was murdered—they 
determined ea retaliation, and accordingly 
willed two white men, and fcalped them. 
A party of.ours went immediately in pur- 
fuit, fell in with a hunting party, but not 
the aggreflors, and killed fx of them. 
‘Linings flood thas open for a general rup- 
ture. The Indians aéted with great juftice 
ard propriety on that occafion. They {ent 
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an ambaffador, who explained and lament- 
ed the miftake that had happened, - end 
which has flained the path with blood.— As 
it has been unhappily fhed, they with ir 
may flop there; and pledge their utmot 
endeavours that no further caufe of cifpute 
may arife. So thatto the great joy of both 
parties this form has blown over.”

_By a gentleman from Augufla, in Ceor- 
gia, we are informed that avout the mid- 
die of June, a {mall party of Indians hunt 
ing on the frontiers of Georgia, th:ee of 
whom met a negro belonging to one of the 
inhabitants at Wilkes county, whom they 
immediately feized and forced away with 
them, as they were going towards Suoulder 
Bone, on Okoonee river, they met one 
M'Michael and another young lad going 
home from hunting, who endeavoured ‘0 
periuade the Indians to fet the negro at lib- 
erty, which they refufed & for fear of being 
difcovered, one of them fied at M’ Michael 


whom he killed on the fpot, and took cif 


two icalps, the cilher endeavoured to make 
his efcape, but was clofely purfued by one of 
the Indians, who came up with him and kil- 
led him alfo, and hid himam ng the buthes. 
The report of the guns was heard by one of 
the neighbours, whole curiofity led him to 
fee what it was, thinking it was fome of 
the inhabitants huntingy when to his afo- 
nifiment he met with M’Michael, whom 
he knew, dead and. fcalped on the road. 
He immediately alarmed the neighhour- 
hood, who went in purfuit of the Indians, 
but before they got to the river, the indi- 
ans had crofied over with the negro. They 
left their guns and {hot pouches behind until 
they had got the negro fafe over, but beine 
clofely puifued, they could not retarn fir 
them, which fell into the hants of 1! 
white people, andin one of the fet baz 
were found two feaips. The next day Cui. 
Alexander, of Wiikes coenty militia, with 
a party of between so and 50 crefled the 
river, came up with fix Indians cuttiag 
down a bee tree, who after inform ng them 
which way the Indians who killed the white 
people went with the negro, they immedi- 
ately put them to death on the ipot. 

Col. Alexander clofely purfuiag the route 
of the Indians came ep with them before 
night, re-touk the negro, killed the thre 
murderers ; in thatand the two foccecdi) 
Gays, they came up with, and killed in a} 
1S Indians. Avfew days afier, Ccl. Ax x- 
ander had raiied between 250 ard 
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volunteers, in Wathington and Wilkes 
county, with whom he marched into the 
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lower towns of the Creek nation, in order 
to ourn all their ao 


ufes, and deftroy as much 
Oi iht.r provilion a

spoflible, before the In- 
cians would be alermed, fo that there is not 
tie lea doubt of a ferious war between the 
-orgiaus and Indiaas this fall.
